THE GOVERNMENT on Saturday 
did not write off the possibility 
of 3 confederation between 
Jordan and Palestine, but clearly 
stated that this is not the right 
lime to discuss such matter. 

“All efforts should be concen- 
trated on extending flill support 
for the Palestinian's' quest to 
attain their legitimate rights cul- 
minating in the establishment of 
Ihejr independent state on their 
ndllonal soil and exercising all 
their sovereign rigiit.s," said 
Minister of Inforinalirm Nasser 
Joudeh yesterday. 

"Any discussion nbout a con- 
federation and other related 
mailers could only come after 
that eventuality," Joudeh said 
sire.ssing that Jordan's goal is to 
stand by the Palestinians and 
offer them all the support neces- 
sary re succeed in their negotia- 
tions with Israel. 

Palestinian President Yasser 
Arafat surprised the Jordanian 
government on Friday by saying 
that the Palestinians are willing 
to start a confederation with 
Jordan, if it wants it. 

His Majesty the late King 
Hussein had said that a decision 
on such a move would have to 
come after national referendums 
of both Jordanians and 
Palestinians to decide if such a 
move is wliat the two nations 
desire. But the King noted then 
ihai such a referendum would 
only come after a Palestinian 
state has been established.

He added that “a Palestine 
already exists with a head of 
state, parliament, land, people, 
police and bureaucracy. What it 
lacks is to complete the symbols 
of sovereignty."

Confederation 
is inevitable! 


However, Abu Jaber stressed 
that an association between 
Jordan and Palestine. is hot only, 
inevitable, but also detrimental 
to the survival of both states. 

“The imperative of history, 
geography, demography and 
mutual interest will force an 
association to take place for the 
survival and prosperity of both 
peoples." 

According to Abu Jaber, once a 
Palestinian state is established 
"immediately thetfi should .be 


talks leading to an association." 

Even though he acknowledges 
that any relationship between 
the two sides is governed by 
what the. negotiations produce. 
Abu Jaber's personal vision for 
an association is to have “a local 
government and local parlia- 
ment in each state, and then cre- 
ate a Joint government arid a 
joint parliament. However, 
(there can be) only one head of 
state.*' 

The reason, according to Abu 
Jaber, is because in history arid 
present time, there is no sudi 
thing as a confederate slate that 
survived. 

"The American confederation 
of(780-1787 failed miserably. It 
was' too cumbersome, too many 
centers of powers, dashes in 


interest, no agreement on for- 
eign policy or economic policy" 

However, Abu Jaber says that a 
confederation could work if it is 
similar to the experience of the 
Swiss, not the Americans. 

“The Swiss confederation 
(1815-1848) is really a federal 
system called a confederate 
because all policies are dealt 
with at a level of central govern- 
ment. 

"We may call it a confedera- 
tion but end up with the Swiss 
systeml" 

Hie only other qnempt at a 
confederation, in addition to the 
American and Swiss experi- 
ences. was the German between 
' the years 1815 and 1866. 

The difference'bec^en p fed- 
eration and confederation is 


considerable. In a confedera- 
tion, every one of the two slates 
remains totally sovereign, each 
with their own government and 
parliament. Even though tiiey 
may form a Joint executive 
and/or legislative body, such 
joint entities can only make sug- 
gestions and play the role of an 
advisory committee with no 
bounding decisions. 

in theory, its positive aspects 
include a united front on foreign 
poIlQT and very close collabora- 
tion on economic and defense 
decisions. 

However, . In a . federation, a 
central . government runs the 
show of both entities allowing 
cvefy state its local government, 
with limited decisions on lodtl 
ecorionriy and dally hiisiness. 


Tlie United States of America is a 
successful example of this sys- 
tem. 

Asked whether Israel would 
be supportive of a confederation 
between Jordan and Palestine, 
an Israeli politician said that a 
trilateral arrangement “between 
the two states if a Palestinian 
state is declared, is belter." 
However, “Israel would not find 
sudi a relationship a problem." 

In addition, the politician who 
didn't want to be named noted 
that "a federation between 
Joidan and Palestine would most 
likely be the favorite option for 
Israel. It doesn't have to mean 
The Substitute Statel"

DAMASCUS (Reuters) — King Abdullah 
pledged during a phone conversation with 
Syrian President Hafez al-Assad on Friday to 
improve ties with Damascus after years of 
animosity. 

Syrian presidential spokesman Joubraii 
Koiirieh said Abdullah had phoned Assad to 
congratulate him on his overwhelming victo- 
ry in a referendum I'enewing his term in 
office for seven more years. 

"His majesty King Abdullah expressed 
Jordan's keen Interest to promote biiareral 
ties in all Helds," Kourieli said. 


King Abdullah's phone call, the first by an 
Arab leader to Assad following the announce- 
ment of results of the referendum in which 
tlie Syrian president scored a 99.98 percent, 
followed conciliatory gestures from 
Damascus to improve ties with Amman. 

Assad had postponed the presidential ref- 
erendum from Monday to Wednesday and 
declared a three-day mourning period in 
Syria in sympathy with the Jordanian people 
over the death of King Hussein of cancer on 
Sunday. 

Hie Syrian president unexpectedly led a 


powerful team to take part in the late King 
Hussein's funeral in Amman on Monday 
along with other world leaders. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Farouq Sharah 
started positive gestures to Jordan when he 
said on Saturday that Damasais would no 
longer make an issue of Jordan's unilateral 
1994 peace deal with Israel. 

Sliarah said on Wednesday tliat a meeting 
between Assad and Abduiiali in Amman after 
Hussein's fiineral had opened a new cliapter 
of good ties.

'GERMANY'S COMMITTED 
TO PEACE PROCESS' 




I n the conference attended 
by his Jordanian counter- 
part, Abdel llah Al-Khatib, 
Che Vice President of the EU 
Commission, Martin Gonzales, 
the EU Special Envoy to the 
Middle East Juan Miguel 
Moratinos and Micliaelis. 
Speaker of the Federal Foreign

The two sides agreed on the 
necessity of commitment to the 
peace process, Fischer and his 
Jordanian counterpart, Abdul 
llah Khatib, told a press confer- 
ence afier the talks in Amman.

In what Khatib described as 
"very fruitful and positive 
talks", both sides had agreed 
that Baghdad should fully 
implement United Nations, res- 


olutions adopted since Iraq 
invaded Kuwait in 1990, the 
two foreign ministers said. 

"We are very concerned 
about that there is still a possi- 
blicy to have (weapons of) mass 
destruction in the hands of the 
Iraqi government. Wc think the 
only way is full compliance with 
U.N. resolutions," Fischer said. 

"On the other side, we see 
the human bitter problem of 
Iraqi people, so we chink we 
should go on discussing pro- 
posals of lifting sanctions," he 
said, adding that Germany, 
whicli currently holds the pres- 
idency of the European Union, 
will promote discussion of the 
issue at the international level 
"to find a common position for 
a resolution" on lifting sanc- 
tions against Iraq. 

Fischer once again expressed 
Germany's condolences over 
the death from cancer last 
week of King Hussein and 
desaibed the late monarch as 
“very important to the peace 
process and Jordan". 

"I want to repeat my deep 
regret about the death of King 
Hussein. People In Germany

were very sad when they heard 
about his death." he declared. 

Fischer pledged to aid 
Jordan, which he described as 
being in a “very difficult posi- 
tion", especially economically, 
as a result of being caught 
between “the conflia in Israel 
and the conflict in Iraq". 

"We will continue to support 
Jordan and find ways to help 
Jordan to tackle and solve prob- 
lems in the economic field. We 
are very interested in the sta- 
bility In Jordan" and will as such 
find ways to help the kingdom, 
said Fischer, who was due to fly 
on to Cairo for the last leg of 
his first Middle East tour since 
assuming office. 

Earlier Saturday, in 
Damascus, Fischer had held 
talks with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad on the Middle East 
peace process and bilateral 
relations. Syrian presidential 
spokesman Jubran Kourieh said 
that Assad had confirmed 
“Syria's adherence to a Just and 
comprehensive peace based on 
international legitimate". 

The European Union's special

Miguel Moratinos, and Syrian

JORDAN'S TRANSITION ERA 


AMMAN (AP) — On normal scliool days, V

As Jordan emerged from five days of | 
state mourning for the only monarch most ! 
people had ever known, the sense of i 
bereavement was still powerful and palpa- 
te. but thoughts were slowly beginning < 
to turn CO the new era _ one without King 
Hussein. 

During his 46 years on the Hasliemite 
throne, the King, who died last Sunday of 
cancer at age 63, succeeded in transform- 
ing a resource-barren country of largely 
nomadic Bedouin tribes and Palestinian 
refugees into a modern srate that exports 
skilled labor to its neighbors. 

At the same time, he built such a repu- 
tation as a statesman that leaders from Bill 
Clinton to Boris Yeltsin dropped every- 
thing and flocked from around the globe 
at a single day’s notice to his state funeral 
on Monday, 

And in a tribute to the King's common 
touch, his subjeas threw themselves into 
a frenzy of mourning as genuine as it was 
moving to witness, weeping outside the 
hospital where he lay on his deathbed, 
^pressing wishes they could give one of 
their own organs to save his failing ones, 
filling the streets for his funeral proces- 
sion. 

All in all, it's an extremely tough act to 
follow, and no one knows that better than 
Hussein’s eldest son Abdullah, a career 
fttililary man crowned king within hours of 
his father's death. 

At 37, the new monarch “faces the diffi- 
task of living up to people's expects- 
: that he will be another King' 


Hussein,” wrote commentator Mussa | 
Kilani in Saturday's editions of the Jnrdan I 
Times, whicli like otlier newspapers was i 
still printed with black borders. 

After holding court tor three clays, 
accepting condolences from enormous 
crowds of ordinary Jordanians, Abdullah 
and his family retreated to a seaside 
palace in the Red Sea resort city of Aqaba. •

Amman, a palacesource said. 

Many Jordanians aren't yet ready to 
come to grips with the future, they are 
finding ir coo hard to let go of tlie past. 

Although schools, sliops and offices 
reopened Saturday, life was far from back 
to normal. Signs of the downcast mood 
could be seen everywhere. 

In the narrow, winding streets of down- 
town Amman, coffee shops served up 
black spiced coffee traditionally offered as 
a token of mourning. Schoolchildren 
heard lectures focusing on the late King's 
achievements. 

At government and private offices, cus- 
tomary soft music was replaced by recitals 
from the holy Koran. At the University of 
Jordan, more than 150 students silently 
marched through the campus bearing 
placards of King Hussein. 

On the streets, many people were wear- 
ing black, greeting one another somberly.

Hafez Assad, was a tribute to King 
Hussein's ability to steer a middle course. 
But It was also a reminder of how difficult 
It will be for Jordan to avoid antagonizing 
one neighbor through alliance with anoth-

DISORDER DISCOVERED IN JORDAN 
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AMMAN (AFP) — Jordanian and Cypriot sci- 
entists have identified a new hereditary 
neurological disorder which they have 
named Jerash motor neuropathy after the 
fcgion of Jordan where most sufferers 
come from. 

T^e disorder, which can cause blindness, 


paralysis or death, stents from a “genetic 
error bared by chromosome nine." said 
Abdel Latif Wreikai, head of the neurologi- 
cal department at Amman's Al-Husseiii 
medical centre.

TURKEY EVALUATES IRAQ

ANIAN AMBASSADOR 

TO UN STRESSES 
CONTINUITY IN MIDDLE EAST 


NEW HAVEN. Connecticut 
(AP)- Jordan's government 
will remain stable despite shift- 
ing political forces in tlie 
Middle East following the 
death of King Hussein. Jordan's 
ambassador to the United 
Nations said Friday at a confer- 
ence dedicated to the king's 
memory. 

Hussein, the country's 
leader for 47 years, had laid 
the groundwork for his eldest 
son.

Ambassador Hasan Abu-NImah 
said. 

Abu-Nimali said it would be 


"practically impossible'' to 
shake Jordan's strength in the 
region. 

“The institutions he built in 
Jordan, the principles he set. 
the noble goals he set in his 
life for serving are still alive," 
he said. ' His son ... will carry 
the banner with the same con- 
fidence and strength, and tlic 
march toward building 

peace will continue.'' 

However, Abdullah’s naming 
as successor in tlic weeks 
before Hussein's death were a 
shock to some who had 
thought the king's brorher. 
Prince Hassan, would remain 


heir to the throne. 

Abu-Nimah's comments on 
the change in power came in a 
speech to about 75 college stu- 
dents at a mock Middle Ease 
peace summit at Yale 
University. 

The organizers of tlio event 
saluted Hussein, who died 
Sunday from cancer at ngc 63, 
with a moment of silence. In 
the conference program, they 
included a tribiiio that noted 
Hussein's eflurts tu bring 
peace between Israel and tlie 
Palestinians. 

The ambassador thanked the 
students for the remembrances 


during their four-day summit. 

“The king, since the very 
early days in uffice, had dedi- 
cated most ofhis life and most 
of his work to building pence 
and building a beucr future, 
not only foi Jordanians, but all 
the people of the region," Abu- 
Nimali said. ' ' Until tl-ic very 
last day of his life, this was his 
dream." 

Students from universities 
across the cnuniry atieiuied 
the conference, wliicli was 
designed as a leaming experi- 
ence for chose iiiteiestcd in 
international diplomacy.

HARARE - “We cannot study white 
Mugabe is busy butchering the rule of 
law in our countryl'' shouted Tafadzwa 
Mufukiwa, vice-president of the 
University of Zimbabwe's student lep- 
resentative council. 

“Our country is in crisis • and Robert 
Mugabe is the causel" When students 
boycotted classes last week, they 
became the latest of many influential 
groups to declare their opposition to 
President Mugabe. The country's trade 
unions, human rights groups, church 
organizations, lawyers, journalists, 
gays and judges have all denounced 
Mugabe's rule. 

Demonstrating students .have begun 
to compare themselves to Indonesia's 
reformasi, objecting to everything 
from liis handling of the economy to 
Zimbabwe's war in the Congo. 

Lawyers have been demonstrating in 
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front of parliament about Mugabe's fla- 
grant flouting of Zimbabwe's laws, 
leading the Supreme Court to write to 
the President urging him to reassure 
the nation he would uphold the law. 

The lawyers' protests follow a cam- 
paign of harassment against the coun- 
try's press which began in mid-January, 
when two Journalists from the Inde- 
pendent Standard, a Sunday newspa- 
per, were illegally detained by military 
intelligence and tortured, after a story 
about a failed military coup. 

Mugabe responded to the Supreme 
Couit and his detractors with a ram- 
bling, bitter speech on state television 
in which he implicitly condoned the 
torture, attacking for good measure 
Journalists, Judges and whites. "If the 
Standard had not behaved in such a 
blatantly dishonest and unethical man- 
ner, the army would not have acted in 
the way it did," said Mugabe. 

The president, 74 and with dyed 
black hair, spoke like a strongman, but 
failed to cow the nation's viewers. 

"Tliere is a rapidly growing public 


perception of Mugabe as the embodi- 
ment of all our ills," said John 
Makumbe, a political science professor 
at the University of Zimbabwe. 

"The public sees Mugabe responsi- 
ble for our economic decline, the crasli 
of the Zimbabwe dollar, the war in the 
Congo, comiption, the decline in liv- 
ing standards. People strongly believe 
that if Mugabe were to go, things 
would change for the better." 

In the early Eighties, Mugabe was 
revered for turning white minority 
ruled Rhodesia into majority mied 
Zimbabwe. He was nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1980 f(Sr his poli- 
cy of reconciliation between the previ- 
ously warring black and white popula- 
tions. He was regarded as one of 
Africa's leading statesmen. 

But cracks began to appear as early 
as 1983, when his army brurally sup- 
pressed a small-scale rebel group by 
killing tliousands of peasants and tor- 
turing thousands more in the 
Matabeleland massacres. 

Evidence clearly points to Mugabe's 
responsibility for this deepest srain on 
independent Zimbabwe's history. 

By the late Eighties, corruption was 
being routinely exposed while his eco- 
nomic policies were iimning down one 
of Africa's strongest economies. His 
intemperate rhetoric repeatedly 


stirred up racial tensions. 

After 18 years in power, Mugabe's 
failings have become apparent to all. 
The gains he made in healtli and edu- 
cation have been wiped out. 

Key health indicators, siicli as the 
maternal mortality rate, have fnllcn 
below the old Rhodesian levels. School 
fees have become too expensive for 
many and schools arc in disrepair. 

“He doesn't even think about the 
people any more," says Evaristo 
Ndunda, a Harare factory worker. “We 
believed in him at independence, we 
trusted him. He has enough money. 
What ntore does he want? I am sorry 
to say that things were belter for us 
back in the days of Smith (Rhodesian 
premier Ian Smitli]. The Rhodesians 
pushed us, but they would only go so 
far because they knew they needed us. 
But Mugabe doesn't care." 

A younger factory worker com- 
plained: “We all pay taxes. Where is 
that money going? Not back to the 
people. Wlien Mugabe travels over- 
seas. so many people travel with him. 
Do they take our sales tax money to 
put in Swiss accounts?" 

Zimbabwean iiitelicctiials liold an 
equally withering view. "He single- 
handedly made the decision to send 
our troops into tlie Congo war find 
that was a disastrous decision," said 
political commentator Iden Wethei-ell.

CLINTON COMMITS US FORCES TO 
PEACEKEEPING ROLE IN KOSOVO 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Bill 
Clinton said Saturday that as many as 
4,000 Americaif troops would be com- 
mitted to a NATO peacekeeping force in 
Kosovo if Serbs and ethnic Albanians 
reach a political settlement. 

“Bosnia taught us a lesson: In this 
volatile region, violence we fail to 
oppose leads to even greater violence 
wc will have to oppose later at greater 
cost," Clinton said in his weekly radio 
broadcast from the Oval OFFicc. “We 
must heed that lesson in Kosovo." 

Clinton said he would order thef 
deployment of US ground troops only 
after "close consultation with Congress'* 
- and only if a peace agreement is 
reached in talks underway in Paris. 

Secretary of State Madeleine Albright 
was heading for Paris Saturday to assess 
progress between the two warring sides. 
The parties have an informal deadline of 
Feb. 20 for reaching an accord. 

"There are serious obstacles to over- 
come," Clinton said. . 

"It is increasingly clear that this effort 
can only succeed if it includes a NATO- 
led peace implementation force that 
gives both sides the confidence to lay 
down their arms," Clinton said. “It's also 
clear chat if there is a real peace, 
American participation in the force can 
provide such confidence, particularly for 
Kosovo's Albanians." 

Clinton said both sides in the bloody 
conflict would have to agree to a NATO 
peacekeeping force to which the 


Europeans would provide the bulk of 
personnel - about 85 percent. 

“Our share would amount to a little 
less than 4,000 personnel," Clinton said. 
And the mission must be designed with 
a "clear and realistic strategy to allow us 
to bring our forces home when their 
work is done." 

The president laid out from his desk in 
the Oval Office a set of tough criteria for 
the negotiating parties: An immediate 
ceasefire, rapid withdrawal of most 
Serbian security forces and the demilita- 
rization of insurgents. 

Anticipating resistance in Congress 
and public opinion, Clinton argued a 
case for American participation saying, 
"World War II taught us that America 
could never be secure if Europe's future 
was in doubt." 

There are deep divisions between the 
Serbs and Kosovo Albanians on almost 
all important issues, mediators said 
Friday. 

“We are going to have to make a lot of 
progress in the days ahead," said US 
envoy Christopher Hill, the chief media- 
tor. 

Pentagon officials said the United 
States would send 2,200 Marines to 
Kosovo in the first stage of any peace- 
keeping missioif if there’s a need to 
move quickly and US troops are 
Involved. ' 

More than 2,000 people have been 
killed and hundreds of thousands have

The Marines, from the 24th Marine

About 100 hooligans attacked Hadi 
Kliamenei, younger brother of Ayatollah All 
Khamenei and a press adviser to President 
Moliammad Khatami, as he prepared to 
address a gathering in the holy city ofQom on 
Tliursday evening. 

Khamenei was taken to hospital with “seri- 
ous injuries," several Teliran newspapers 
reported Saturday. Earlier reports that he liad 


suffered a fractured skull liave not been con- 
finncd. 

Sliouting "Death to Khatamil" the hooligans 
beat Khamenei with sticks and iron bars, wit- 
nesses said. 

Newspapers said the attackers also broke the 
windows of the Mohammadiyeh Mosque and 
tore down posters of Kliatami.

TEHRAN (AFP) — The growing row over Iran's first-ever inunicipai elections escalated 
; Saturday as opposition leailers condemned the banning of tlieir candidates by hardliners on 
a selection committee. 

"It's a kind of inquisition and we condemn it. President (Moliammad[ Kliatami should inter- 
vene." said Ibrahim Yazdi. Iiead of die banned but tolerated Freedom Movement of Iran (FMl), 
a leading opposition group. 

Kliatami should "respect his electoral commitments and support a inie people's partici- 
pation in power," he said. 

Yazdi denounced the "pre-selection" of candidates cinil tlieir arbitraiy eliniinaiion fur ide- 
ological reasons." 

"Hie municipal elections are a vitally important test for the nation as well as a lest of the 
sincerity of the regime's leaders." he told reijortei-s.

The landmark vote is considered the Islamic |■egimo's first great rest in local demoenuy, 
but it has provoked tension between conservatives and reformers as both sides seek to con- 
solidate their local power base ahead of next year's parliamentary elections. 

The disqualification of moderate and left-wing candidates lias sparked a war of words 
between Khatami supporters and liis conservative opponents.

DHAKA — A US energy official has warned that delays in decision- I 
making may jeopardize Bangladesh's efforts to develop its energy 
resources, press reports said here Saturday. "Some development 
options are windows of opportunity that may disappear if they are 
not seized at the right time," Calvin Humphrey, the acting secretary 
of policy and international affairs of the US Department of Energy, 
said late Friday. "Delays increase the costs of projects and affect 
their viabiriiy." he was quoted as saying by newspapers before end- 
ing a weekdong trip to Dhaka, accompanied by a 14-member team. 

Humphrey’s comments came as more than a yea^long negotia- 
tions on contracting out Bangladesh's potential oil and gas blocks 
were suspended halfway throu^ without any decision. 

Bangla.desli last year selected nine intemational petroleum fimis, 
some of them from the United States, for oil and gas exploration 
from five potential blocks. But, negotiations on fixing Ihe tenns of 
contracts are yet to begin. 

Official sources said fresh negotiation on the matter could start 
later this month. During the tripi Humphrey's team signed three 
agreements' with Bangladesh to exchange Information on eneigy 
and study the strategic utilisation of nartiral gas.

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STEEL: US ACCUSES 


WASHINGTON (AP) ^ The 
Department oF Commerce 
claims it has evidence that 
Brazil and Japan have illegally 
dumped steel In the United 
Stares at up to 70 percent 
below normal prices. In a step 
that could lead to tarifTs on 
imported steel, the government 
made a preliminary finding that 
producers from those countries 
sold steel in U.S. markets at 
prices dramatically below pro- 
duction costs or home-market 
prices. 

A ruling in an investigation 
into possible steel dumping by 
Russia was delayed however, as 
negotiations seeking settle- 
ment of trade issues with that 
country continue. The Clinton 
administration still faces diffl- 
ciili choices about how exactly 
to respond to complaints from 
U.S. steel companies and work- 
ers' unions. Steel imports 
surged to record highs last year 
as the Asian economic crisis 
reduced demand abroad and 
forced foreign producers to 
seek U.S. outlets, often by sell- 
ing goods at prices below the 
pievailing U.S. levels. Formal 
conipliiinrs made to the 
Commerce Department by the 
American steel industry pecifi- 
cally deal wirh hot-rolled car- 


bon steel, a common product 
that can be used as is or turned 
into more specialized produers 
such as auto parts. 

Imports Jump 60 Percent; 
imports of hot-rolled carbon 
steel from Japan, Brazil and 
Russia jumped more than 60 
percent during the first six 
monrhs of 1998, compared to 
the same period in 1997. The 
U.S. producers blame at least 
10,000 layoffs and three com- 
pany bankruptcies on the 
import surge But, while U.S. 
steel producers accuse theni of 
dumping, the foreign producers 
blame nomiai market factors, 
including devalued currencies 
abroad and a General Motors 
strike that temporarily lowered 
demand in the United Slates. 
The administration said today it 
is continuing its investigation 
into whether Russia dumped 
steel at unfair prices, and plans 
to release findings next week. 
But a written statement also 
noted: “Commerce is discussing 
witli Russia a possible agree- 
ment to suspend Che hot-rolled 
steel dumping investigation.'' 
Such an agreement, which the 
U.S. industry opposes because 
it would mean a certain amount 
of cheap imports could contin- 
ue, could come within weeks 


and would not require industry 
consent. Restrictions under 
World Trade Organization 
agreements, which Russia does 
not participate in, rule out such 
Commerce found that goods 
from Japan may have been sold 
at up to 59 percent below the 
fair value and from Brazil ar up 
ro 71.02 percent. Tlie govern- 
ment also found chat Brazil may 
have illegally subsidized its pro- 
ducers, driving down the price 
of steel by up to 9.45 percent.

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WALL STREET - LOOKING FOR PARTNERS 


NEW YORK (AP) — For a week the 
stock market in New York has looked a 
bit like the last stage of a dance 
marathon, with a small number of par- 
ticipants swinging wildly while the rest 
wre passed out on the sidelines. 
Aside from a handful of technology 
and pharmaceutical shares, most of 
the market was off the dance floor, 
leaving investors looking for sedate 
partners with few alternatives. 

“Vife're worried about a possible 
leadership void" in the market, writes 
Arnold Kaufman, editor of Standard 
and Poor's weekly newsletter. Profit- 
taking has slashed the values of large- 
sized icclmology shares, “which had 
been carrying the ball for some time," 
Kaufman said, and nothing has sur- 
faced to replace cliein. 

After gyrating widely this past week, 
the DowJoir'S industrials lust 88.57 on 
iriiloy, ending the week down 29.35 at 
a.274.89. 

Hie Nasdnq composite was also 


temperamental, dropping 83.66 on 
Friday to close at 2,321.89, down 
51.73 for tlie week. But the indexes 
don't tell the whole story. Last 
Wednesday, when tlie Nasdaq eased a 
mere 1.29 points, declining issues led 
advancers by 3 to 2, and 64 Nasdaq 
stocks set a new low that day, com- 
pared with 14 new highs. On Monday, 
the Dow ended 82 points higher. But 
decliiiers outnumbered advancers on 
the New York Stock Exchange, and 71 
new lows were set, compared with 22 
new highs. 

"It may look good when you look at 
the index,'' said Hugh Johnson, market 
strategist at First Albany Cnrp., "but it 
is almost misleading to characterize 
die market as going up, when there are 
so few stocks causing it tu go up." 

The market is continuing a narrow- 
ing pattern it set last year. While the 
Dow gained 16 percent, iwu-tiiirds uf 
all stocks ended lower for tlie year, 
according cu a study by Salomon Smith 


Barney. Similarly, the Nasdaq compos- 
ite gained 40 percent last year. “Bui 
you take out Microsoft, MCI 
WorldCom, Cisco, Dell and Intel, and it 
was down 7 percent," notes Larry 
Wdchtcl, market analyst at Prudential 
Securities. High-profile technology 
names continue to dominate, but apart 
from them, the market looked tired. 
Basic-materials companies continued 
to suffer from historically low com- 
modities prices. On Friday, the 
Commodity Research Bureau's index ul 
commodity prices hit a 2 1 year low. 

Manufacturing shares put their 
heads up in the first week of February 
amid news of strong growth in the 
fourth-quarter gross national piodiict 
and signs of improving economies 
abroad, only to retreat again. Market 
strategists said it was far too laic in 
die economic cycle to cmim on growth 
ill deep-cyclical industries. “Tlie only 
time cyclicals really have staying power 
is when you're coming out of n reces- 


sion and looking for an elongated 
recovery," Wbchtel said. 

Ranking nod utility stocks, which 
usually benefit from lower interest 
rotes, have stumbled as well. A drop in 
bond prices has raised interest races, 
and investors are facing the prospect 
that the Federal Reserve is unlikely to 
ease this year, as it did three times in 
1998. Some market experts are unde- 
terred. Ralph Aenmpora, director of 
technical research at Pmdential 
Securittes. cites n similar period from 
May 1963 to July 1%4 when the bmaci 
market lagged index gains duTing a 
long bull market from June 1962 to 
February 1966.

MOSCOW (AFP) — Saint 
Petersburg's status as Russia's win- 
dow on die is under threat, 
not least from the cyber-cafes 
sprouting up around Moscow 
which have become favored water- 
ing holes for the counti^'s Internet 
generation. 

For centuries the dty of Pushkin 
and Dostoyevsky has been the tra- 
ditional point of entry for western 
ideas and tcchiuques into Russia, 
bur the imperial capital is being 
rapidly deposed by the computer 
revolution sweeping Russia. 

Ill a coiinuy where the average 
income is a paltry S30, S800-1 ,0Q0 
for a home computer is beyond 
most budgets, so tlic cate life has 
beckoned tlie new breed of tedi- 
no-sawy youngsters. 

“I use it just to keep in touch 
with my friends," says Lena 
Andreyeva, 25, who e-mails English 
pals made during her time working 
on Caribbean cruise ships, from the 
upwardly-mobiie Clieingnon 
Internet bar in downtown Moscow. 

Even the financial whiriwind 
which tore through the Russian 
economy late last sinnmer has 
failed to hale the techno-leap for- 
ward and dissuade local business- 
men from gambling thousands of 
dollars in the hkcech bistros. 

Currently; more than half a 
dozen internet cafes c^)eicite in the 
Russian capital, a mixed bag of 
2lst<entury chk, start-up small 
business and loss-leader sideline to 
a consumer durables chain. 

The client base is an equally 
edectic hybrid of students, foreign- 
ers, 30-somethlng new Rusrians, 
voyeurs, western executives keep- 
ing in touch with the office arid 
small-time bookies hustling to 
make a fast buck. 

An Information super-highway 
for knowledge-thirsty students 
seeking to bronden their honzons, 
the world wide web Is a double- 
edged tool, however, which has 
introduced Russia to cyberpom 
and global gambling. 

"During the Australian Open we 
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liad dght to 1 0 people here watdi- 
ing the tennis In real dme," said 
Marat Zhylipliyev; whose "Nke 
Internet Salon" behind Moscow's 
1905 Street metro station, set up in 
November despite the economic 
crisis. 

"They were liere all night mak- 
ing and pladng bets all over the 
world with credit cards," he said. 
"They won 2000 dollars" from 
wagers taken from New Ybtk to 
Tokyo, he added. 

In southern Moscow, the elec- 
tronic goods store "Party" offers its 
lialf dozen super-quick tenninals 
for itee, a boon to foreign students 


anxious for news from home, or 
Russians working their way 
through college. 

"I work for a tourist agency 
whidi specializes In sporting 
events." said trainee teacher Alexei 
Obchinikov, 20. "I look for wlien 
and where the events are taking 
[daoe" he explained, enabliiig his 
Ann to offer transportation to atli- 
letes taking part, 

The store is a godsend to

Fifty-nine percent called it 
quits before the end of the 
study period, but tliey all pro- 
fessed ihar what they viewed as 
their love for each ocher 
remained unchanged, Sprecher 
said. 

So if they still loved each 
other, why did they go their 
separate ways? 

Because one or both indicat- 
ed they had become dissatis- 
fied or unhappy as time passed, 
which they said didn't kill their 
love for their partners, but 
caused it to “stop growing,'' 
Sprecher said. 

According to her surveys, 
many peuple whose relation- 
ships went sour .still said they 
loved their partners even after 
breaking up. 

Of 41 couples wim remained 
together for the entire lengcli 
of the study period, 71 percent 
had married, reporting that 
their love, satisfaction and com- 
mitment increased over time. 
The largest increase was in 
their level of commitment to 
each other.

T hat kind of Cupid’s arrow may Feet more like a dart to the 
recipient, and eventually could stiiig you, too. So says Dr. 
Robert Schrag of North Carolina State University, an 
acknowledged expert on use and abuse of rhe Internet, who 
adds that more lovers are likely to exchange e-mailed missives 
on >^lentfne's Day Sunday than ever before. 

"A typed E-mail message lacks the sense of human touch that 
gives a handwritten letter much of its power and intimacy," he 
said. 

But isn't an e-mailed love note better than nothing? 

Could be, he says. But on the other hand, an e-mailed missive 
may well be seen as an afterthought, planting the seed that you 
didn't care enough to risk writer's camp or ink smears - or 
worse, that you were to cheap to spend 33 cents on a stamp, he 
said. 

Though spontaneity Is appealing in today's fast-paced society, 
rashness isn't, he tells United Press International. And besides, 
your loved one might not get the \^lenrine's Day e-mail in a 
timely way, since e-mailing is becoming less reliable. 

"It's not like whispering in someone's ear," he said. 

Despite the problems inherent in the medium, the use of 
Email to send love lettei-s was inevitable, Schrag says. 

He said e-mails, "Don't come on periumed paper, and they're 
not like those grandma and grandpa used to send." 

So rather than being personal, they often seem impersonal, 
almost like junk mail. 

"A lot of people forget to write, then compose e-mails on the 
fly, and that doesn't send a good impression," he said. “If you 
send an e-mail and then leave a message on an answering 
machine saying, ‘check your mail,' that might be better. The 
hold-ln-your-hand card is probably going to go up in value with 
Email, because It becomes the extraordinary, as apposed to e- 
mail, which Isn't." 

According to surveys. 41 percent of e-mail users say the elec- 
tronic notes make them feel more connected to loved ones. That 
leaves 59 percent who don't. 

So, if you're desperate because you forgot to send a card, try 
an e-mail, he suggests. 

Just remember: "It'll be on Inlqlet or LaserJet paper and won't 
smell like cologne."

So the sugges- 
tion which has suddenly materi- 
alized from various quarters, 
notably Professor Lisa Jardine 
of Queen Mary and Westfield 
College in London, that the 
script of Shakespeare in Love is 
not original, is rather apt. 

Wliat's more, in a manner 
reminiscent of many Jacobean 
writing partnersiiips, the tllm 
was co-written by a renowned 
playwright (Tom Stoppard) and 
a Hollywood screenwriter 
(Marc Norman). The latter has 
been generally credited with 
originating the film. He, in 
' turn, modestly told the New 


York Times that “one of his 
sons gave him the idea." And 
thereby liangs a tale. Was “the 
idea" one for a romantic come- 
dy set in 1593. in which ii 
young William Sliakcspetirc 
wrestles with writer's block 
and then meets a l)eautlful, 
aspiring actress who inspires 
him to write Romeo and Juliet? 

Was tliat the ide.i7 Then, 
according tn Professor Jardine. 
the Him is “stufted witli cross- 
references to another 
Shakespearean love- fantasy 
romp" that first found an 
enthusiastic audience in 
wartime London. Profc.ssor 
Jardine, one of our wisest liter- 
ary scholars, argues there me 
“uncanny parallels" between 
the plot of Shakespeare in 
Love and No Bed For Bacon, a 
novel by Caryl Brahms and SJ 
Simon, first published in 
Britain in 1941 and later reis- 
sued in 1986 with an introduc- 
tion by Ned Sherrin. Whatever 
the truth of this assertion. 
Professor Jardine tcasingly 
alludes to one of literature's 
gravest offences.

JAPAN, SOUTH KOREA, US 
REAFFIRM COOPERATION 
ON NORTH KOREA 


TOKYO (AFP) — Japan, South Koi'ea and the United States reaf- 
firmed Saturday they would closely cooperate- against North 
Korea's missile development and suspected construction of an 
underground nuclear facility, reports said. 

The agreement was reached by senior poiicy-makers from the 
three countries at a nteeting in Kamakura, south of Tokyo, wliich 
focused on North Korea, the Kyodo news agency reported, quot- 
ing Japanese officials. . 

No officials were available at the Japanese foreign ministry to 
confirm the report. The two-day meeting ended without a formal 
briefing or press release. 

The three sides exchanged views on a proposal made by 
Japanese Prime Minister Keizo Obuchi for a security forum among 
the United States, China, Russia, Japan, and South and North 
Koreas, Kyodo said. 

The tliree countries held a meeting in Seoul Inst Tuesday and 
agreed suspicions over the underground site should be cleared up 
and resolved not to bow rd Pyongyang's demands for a cash pay- 
ment to inspect the site. 

The Seoul meeting was attended by US envoy for Korea, Cliaries 
Kartman, Kwon Jong-Rnk, head of the US bureau in South Korea's 
foreign ministry, and Terusuke Terada, Japan's top official for 
North Korean relations. 

The talks In Kamakura also followed a visit to Seoul by Japanese 
Foreign Minister Masahiko Komura on Wednesday and Tliursday. 

Komura agreed with South Korean officials on cooperating 
against North Korean missile development and the suspected 
underground construction. 

They also vowed to cooperate with Washington in talking North 
Korea out of firing another missile and press Pyongyang to stop 
the development and export of missiles. 

On Aug. 31, North Korea fired a rocket over Japan Into the 
Pacific Ocean claiming it was to launch a small satellite. 

Japan has imposed saitalons in protest against the rocket, 
which 1bkyo Insisted as a medium-range missile, suspending food 
aid and rapprochement talks. 

Japan has also threatened to freeze its contribution to a multi- 
lateral project to supply two light-water nuclear reactors to North 
Korea irNoith Korea fires another missile. 

But North Korea renewed its claim Saturday that missile devel- 
opment was its sovereign right. 

"As wc repeatedly clarified, missile development, test and 
launch belong to the sovereignty of the DPRK jNorth Korea) from 
A to 2. No one is entitled to say this or that about it." Pyongyang's 
official Korean Central News Agency said. 

The issue over the alleged underground nuclear facility is "an 
invention of US hardline conservatives to mislead public opinion," 
tlie agency said In a commentary monitored here. "The issue 
should be settled through negotiations between the DPRK and the 
US."
